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SUMMARY

The Kaunas Army Barracks Southcast is
located 4 kilometers (km) from the center of
Kaunas on the south bank of the Nemunas River,
and is directly opposite the Kaunas Army Bar-
racks South and adjacent to the Kaunas Army
Barracks Nemunas River (Figure 1)

The overall installation covers 655 acres,
of which 194 acres comprise the barracks and
storage areas. The area contains 3 adminis-
trative-type buildings, 10 multistory barracks,
9 single-story barracks, 39 general storage
buildings, 22 vehicle maintenance /storage build-
ings, 3 miscellaneous buildings, 3 possible bunk-
cred ammunition storage buildings, a secured
POL storage area with 2 buildings and 2 tanks,
2 driver-training courses, 2 small-arms firing
ranges, and an old fortprobably used for storage
(Figures 2 and 3).

DESCRIPTION OF

Railroad Service

A main rail line is 1 km west of the instal-

lation, A spur-line present in July 1936

appears abandoned.

The installation is served by primary roads.

Administrative and Troop Housing Areas

Area Dl contaings 1 multistory adminis-
trative-type building, 2 single-story adminis-
trative-type buildings, 5 multistory barracks,
and 1 single-story barracks.

Area D2 contains 5 multistory and 8 single-

story barracks,

General Storage Areas

Area Ll contains 7 storage buildings and
Area E2 contains 2 storage buildings.

Six missions of interpretable quality photog-
raphy covered the area between July 1956 and
August 1964.

been added, 2 storage buildings have been cx-
tended in length, and 3 storage buildings have
been combined into 1 building. Two more pos-
gible bunkered storage buildings and 1 unbunk-
ered storage building have beed added at the
eastern end of the installation. The previous
POL storage arca has been moved near the
bunkered storage area, 3 new vehicle main-
tenance and storage buildings have been built
and | building has been extcnded in length. A
small-arms range located at the eastern edge
of the installation has been abandoned.
